To the Budget Bureau as his 
p ersonal rep resentative the general 
ap p ointed Dodge, 
a 
Rep ublican 
with a long record of fiscal and 
other service in the outgoing Dem­ 
ocratic regime. 
The team of Lodge and Dodge, 
named after they and other GOP 
leaders conferred with the Presi­ 
dent-elect at his vacation head­ 
quarters, p lans to get to work this 
week. 
Lodge said he will start his liai­ 
son assignment Friday, working 
out of his Washington Senate of­ 
fice. Dodge rep orts to the Budget 
Bureau Wednesday. 
Both men told a news confer­ 
ence they hop e to have p reliminary 
rep orts ready for Eisenhower when 
he confers at the White House next 
week with President Truman. That 
session, suggested by Truman, will 
deal with international and domes­ 
tic p roblems as they relate to the 
forthcoming change in administra 
tions. 
Truman also had urged Eisen­ 
hower to name liaison men. Ihe 
President singled out the Defense 
and State Dep artments and the 
Budget Bureau, but Eisenhower 
designated Lodge to work with all 
federal agencies “^ e r e such liai 
son may p rove useful in facilitating 
the transfer of p ublic business 
from the old to the new adminis­ 
tration. 
Lodge, d e fe a ts last Tuesday in 
his bid for a new Senate term, 
is regarded as a likely Eisenhower 
choice for a cabinet p ost. He has 
been mentioned for secretary of 
defense or secretary of state anc 
the interim assignment the general 
gave him underscored the likeli­ 
hood of a major p ost later, 
Eisenhower associates who asked 
not to be named said there are 
strong indications Dodge wiU be 
named director of the budget—and 
that the job will take on more im­ 
p ortance from a p olicy - making 
standp oint than under the Demo­ 
crats. 
Both Lodge and Dodge will serve 
as liaison men until Jan.

auguration day.

Unhesitatingly, Dowdy reaches 
out, places his fingers on your 
face, and b egins the conv ersation. 
He knows what you are saying 
b y the mov ements of your facial 
muscles and lips. And you know 
w hat he is saying through his 
excellent speech and diction. 
Although 
he can nev er recall 
hearing or seeing anything, this 
intelligent man is well-v ersed in 
current ev ents and world affairs.
